500 and thus the farm bureau 
feels that they attained at least 
a moral victory," says Mr. Tay- 
lor. "Organized agriculture made 
a strenuous campaign through- 
out the state supported by wom- 
en, labor and real estate organi- 
zations as well as well-known 
educators, bankers, lawyers and 
business men.

TELLS OF EFFORTS 


TO MAINTAIN 


Speaks of Treaties Among 


Nations as Methods of 


Fostering Peace. 


Washington, Nov. 11—(AP.)— 


A renewed appeal for adherence, 
by the United States to the 
World Court and a broad partici- 
pation of this country in friendly- 
efforts to maintain the peace of 
the world was made today by 
President Hoover. 


In an Armistace Day address 


before the Annual Conference 
and Good Will Congress of the 
World Alliance for International 
Friendship Through the Church- 
es, the president pointed out the 
various treaties and methods that 
had been worked out for peace- 
ful settlement of the difficulties 
among the nations of the world. 


"In the development of meth- 


ods of pacific settlement, a great 
lope lies in ever extending the 
body and principles of interna- 
tional law on which such settle- 
ments* will be based," he said. 
••The World Court is now a 
strongly established institution 
amongst 45 nations as a contin- 
uing body, performing and facil- 
tating justiciable determinations 
which can only be accomplished 
sporadically under special treat- 
ies of arbitration. Its permanence 
is assured and from it there is 
steadily growing a body of pre- 
cedent, decisions, and acceptance 
of law in the •formulation of 
which we should have a part, not

. Oklahoma City (AJ.)—This 
city's battle against encroach- 
ment of oil wells has reached a 
new crisis. 


The latest wild gusher, the No. 


1 C. E. Stout, belched forth more 
than 60,000 barrels of oil a day 
and 100,000,000 cubic feet of gas 
—enough for a city of a million 
people—before it was "tamed." 


It created a greater menace to 


property and residents than the 
"Wild Mary" Sudik, which a few 
months ago sprayed oil over 
Oklahoma City. 


Several schools were closed 


and many citizens fled their 
homes when the No. 1 G. E. Stout 
broke loose. 


City officials, who have op- 


posed the cityward march of 
derricks for months, said the 
Stout well presented the most 
convincing 
argument 
against 


drilling inside the city. 


Organized protest against such 


derricks, which have reached 


the shadows of the city's down- 
town district, arose after the 11- 
day rampage of the Mary Sudik 
well seven miles south of Okla- 
homa City. 


Recently when a well was 


-brought in" near the Wheeler 
school, 
1,000 students 
were 


forced temporarily to abandon 
the -building and enter other 
schools. 


Drilling areas have been desig- 


nated because of the fire men- 
ace and undesirability of living 
near the oilfields. Court action 
was begun to break down the 
restrictions, and the city was 
victorious in most cases in the 
lower courts. 


Its restrictive power, however, 


is yet to be tested in the. state 
supreme court. 


The Stout well probably will 


provide an argument that will 
reinforce -the city's decision to 
grant no more extensions of the 
drilling areas, says Bliss Kelly-, 


secretary of the city planning 
commission, which has a voice 
in designating restricted terri- 
tory. 


Using the "discovery" well, 


which has flowed nearly two 
years and produced more oil 
than any other in the city field, 
as an example, Kelly says figures 
show that of $1,250,000 worth of 
oil it has produced, it would 
have made only $3.255 to the 
owner of a city lot on the basis 
of one-eighth royalty for a five- 
acre tract, the minimum lease 
upon which a well can be drill- 
ed in the city. 


This, Kelly points out, as less 


than "the average value of a city 
home and would no't compensate 
the owner for loss of- his'home. 


Oil development in the city 


has centered in the bottom 
lands of the Canadian river. Oil 
spray and ga§ thrown into the 
air by terrific pressure frequent- 
ly drift over large parts of the 
city.

Indiana's ninety-two 
counties

out the plans formulated for 
them by the executive council 
of Governor Harry G. Leslie's 
advisory committee for relief of 
unemployment. 


bffjcers of the council who 


completed the plans are Elmer 
W. Stout, Indianapolis, chair- 
man,- Dr. John H. Hewitt, Ter- 


re Haute, secretary; and Lieut. 
Governor Edgar D. Bush, Salem, 
face president. 


The two purposes as set fortft. 


in the plan are (1) to relieve the 
distress of unemployment pri- 
marily by creation of jobs, and 
(2) to encourage correlation of 
social welfare work of the re- 
spective communities so as to 
preclude duplication of effort. 


The program providessfor the 


creation in each county of a 
.county employment committee 
to be patterned after the form 
of the National Council of De- 
fense and shall be composed of 
a minimum of five members. 
The chairman of each commit- 
tee is to be appointed by the 
governor oh recommendation by 
the executive council. 
- 


The 
council 
recommended 


that the committee include a 
member of the board of county 
commissioners, mayors of the 
cities of each county, a repre- 
sentative.^ the Chamber of 
Commerce, manufacturers of the 
county or other industrial lead- 
ers, representative of the banks 
and financial agencies, a repre- 
sentative of agriculture and a 
representative of organized la- 
bor or employes. 


Following the county organi- 


zation work, the first step con- 
templated by the council is a 
survey of conditions, relying for 


aid oh the schools, .industries 
and social agencies. 


Employment will-be classified 


into two 
divisions, including 


public and private "work. Public 
work will.be construed as such 
work as can be done by tax- 
supported units, In the real es- 
tate division, real estate owners 
will be encouraged to put rental 
oropertv in general repair and 
otherwise aid the situation. 


County agents will be asked to 


ascertain if farmers cannot find 
work for persons for winter em- 
ployment. In the distribution of 
employment, preference will be 
given to married men.

Opening of the winter term of the courts calls 


to mind that many men will be called to sit as 
jurors and that the customary excuses" such as 
having formed an opinion which the evidence 
will not change, will be heard again in the court 
room. 


Jury service is one of the first duties of citizen- 


ship, yet it is one of the last duties citizens are 
willing to perform. Men of character and good 
judgment possessing the natural fitness lor ren- 
dering fair and impartial verdicts will resort to 
many flimsy excuses to evade serving on the 
jury. 


Even "under these circumstances they will criti- 


cize, and in some instances abuse, those who are 
willing to serve. 


The average citizen thinks that he can't afford 


to be away from his business two or three days, 
or perhaps a week, and spend the time in a jury 
box at small pay, because of the danger of finan- 
cial loss. 


The probable loss such service entails forms a 


barrier between him and his community and he 
forsakes duty to avoid making the financial sac- 
rifice. Tliis attitude on the part of capable men 
of every community often results in the jury box 
being filled with men not fitted to perform their 
duties as jurors. 


This failure of good citizens to shoulder their 


. responsibilities is but one of the hindrances to, 
proper law enforcement. Not all the blame can 
.ie placed on the officers sworn to enforce the 
aw. They can't do it alone. They must have 
noral backing.

Confidence builds and improves a community; 


lack of it destroys communities. Distrust is a 
destructive element that eats into the very vitals 
of community life, whereas trust in one another 
is the only foundation on which towns and 
cities can build for the future*

SAYS SCHOOLS HAVE! 


KEPT PACE WITH TIMES 


Public 
schools 
have 
kept 


abreast of the times and have 
met changing conditions just as 
business and professions Jiave 
been constantly advancing, ac- 
cordjng to Roy Rodebush, assist- 
ant state superintendent of pub- 
lic instruction, who addressed 
the weekly luncheon of the Ro- 
tary club Tuesday noon hi obser- 
servance of American Education 
Week. 


Mr. Rodebush was introduced 


by Claire Sellars, principal of 
Rushville high school, who was 
in charge of the program. 


E. B. Thomas, formerly of 


Rushville and now a member of 
the San Juan, Porto Rico, Ro- 
tary club, was present as a guest 
and brought greetings from his 
club. Mr. Thomas, who is here on 
a visit, accompanied by Mrs. 
Thomas, was a member of the 
local club while a resident of this 
city. 


Other guests 
present were 


Ralph Plessinger of this city and 
Ray Donovan, a member of the 
Richmond Rotary club and a 
Boy Scout executive in charge of 
the area including Rushville. 


Mr. Rodebush recalled that 


American Education Week had 
been celebrated for a number-of 
years during the same week, 
which accounted for it falling hi 
the same week as Armistice Day. 
and he said one of its most loyal 
supporters was the American Le- 
gion. 


Its object, he said, was to in- 


form ourselves regarding educa- 
tion, its problems and its fruits. 
The chief criticism of education 
is that it costs too much, trie 
state official asserted, yet out 
every $100 of monev expended, 
only $2.75 was spent for schools 
'compared with much larger sums 
for life insurance, luxuries and 
other items. 


He asserted he could answer 


the question of whether educa- 
tion costs too much by pointing 
out that Indiana ranks 48th 
among the 49 states of the union 
in the amount of school proper- 
ty as 
compared to the total 


wealth. 
Indiana 
ranks 
264 


among the other states 'in the 
number of days school is in ses- 
sion and -tenth in ratio of school 
costs to income. 


"Schools are not the burden in 


Indiana that they are in other 
states," he went on to say, -and 
they will cost too much only 
when they deprive us of some of 
the necessities of life." 


Making his statistics more lo- 


cal in character, Mr. Rodebush 
pointed out Rushville ranks 9th 
among the 43 fourth class cities 
in the state in the ratio of as- 
sessed valuation to enumerated 
children; rangs 25th in bonded 
debt per enumerated child and 
23.5 local school taxes compared 
with total taxes paid. 


In the median annual salary 


paid elementary 
teacher, 
the 


speaker / said, Rushville rangs 
28th among the 32 fourth class 
cities, 16th in the salaries paid 
junior high school teachers, out 
of 18 cities reporting, and 26th 
in salaries paid senior high 
school teachers.
